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LICENSING NEWS
Dental and Dental Hygiene Reminders: 
A dental applicant who takes an examination
after January 1, 2019, must also successfully
complete the periodontics and prosthodontics
sections of a designated board approved
regional examining board.  
 
Each licensee shall complete the jurisprudence
assessment every four (4) years. This
requirement is in addition to the twenty-four
(24) hours of continuing education required
biennially for the renewal of a license.   
 
Dental Assistant Registration: 
a dental assistant must complete six (6) hours of
continuing education each year in areas covering
dental assistant duties. At least three (3) of these
six (6) hours must be clinical continuing
education.   
  
Online License Renewals: 
 
The processing of an online renewal is typcially
within one business day. If you searched your
license and notice it has not been updated within
the next business day, you may have one or
more of the following deficiencies:
